Ahead in 31 of 38 States 
With 1,983,000 Straw 


Votes In— Michigan and 
lowa Join Swing to Dem- 
ocratic Candidate. 


HOOVER LEADING 
IN NEW ENGLAND 


Also Has Advantage in New 
Jersey—Totals Are 1, 
062,087 and 781,431, 
With 106,352 for Nor- 


man Thomas. 


Michigan, cradle and historic 
stronghold of the Republican 
party, and Iowa, agrarian but 
hitherto Republican, join Penn- 
Sylvania in the straw vote land- 
slide for Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, in the fourth week's report of 
the Literary Digest presidential 
poll. 

With 1,983,634 votes tabulated 
from 38 states, the poll at its pres- 
ent stage gives President Hoover a 
lead in only the six New England 
states and New Jersey, which have 
57 electoral votes in all. Gov. 
Roosevelt is ahead in the returns 
from 31 states, which have 3586 
electoral votes, or 90 more than 
the number required to win in the 
election of Nov. 8. States in the 
Roosevelt list include New York, 
Illinois, Indiana, California, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, West Virginia, Colo- 
rado, Oregon, Kansas, Nebraska 
and the South. 

Roosevelt has 1,062,087 votes, or 
53.54 per cent of the total number 
cast; Hoover has 781,431, ot 39.3 
per cent; and Norman Thomas, So- 
cialist candidate, has 106,352, or 
5.36 per cent. Minor and miscel- 
laneous candidates divide the re- 
maining 33,764, or 1.71 per cent. 

How Voters Are Shifting. 

The shift of voters who sup- 
ported Hoover in 1928 to Roosevelt 
is shown to be more than nine 
times as large as the shift of Alfred 
E. Smith supporters in 1928 to 
Hoover this year. Of those now 
voting for the two major candi- 
dates, 1.055.370 voted Republican 
in 1928, and 531,440 voted Demo- 
cratic then. Of the same number, 
Roosevelt is now getting 906,631, 
or 57 per cent, while Hoover gets 
680,719, or 43 per cent. 

Three more weeks of the straw 
vote remain. At the same stage in 
the Digest’s 1928 presidential poll, 
the total vote was 1,800,698, and 
this was almost two-thirds of the 
final total vote of that year, which 
was 2,767,263. The Digest states 
that 20,000,000 ballots were sent 
out this year, the number in 1928 
having been, 19,000,000. 

Iowa and Nebraska are shown 
with larger proportional Roosevelt 
leads than Kansas. In New York 
and Delaware, the Roosevelt leads 
are not relatively large. The Di- 
gest, comparing the figures with 
those of the previous week, states 
that “Hoover is indicated gaining 
strength” in California, Illinois, In- 
diana, New York, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, which are in the Roose- 
velt list, and in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Rhode Island, which are 
in the short Hoover list. In Mas- 
sachusetts, the President’s relative 
lead shows a decrease. In Califor- 
nia, the Roosevelt lead continues to 
be nearly 2 to 1. 

Details of Thomas’ Vote, 

Details of Thomas’ vote are given 
this week for the first time, with 
the prediction that he “is going to 
poll a very large vote, for a So- 
cialist candidate.” Of the 106,352 
votes listed for him, 48,845 come 
from voters who supported Hoo- 
ver in 1928, 24,364 «.. m those who 
supported Smith thes 11,547 from 
those who voted for ihomas, and 
21,364 from those who did not 
vote in 1928. Thomas shows his 
best proportional strength in New 
York, Pennsylvania and Connecti- 
cut,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—As a 


result of shaking hands with more 
than 3000 persons at a reception 
last night, from which he retired 
with more than 1000 still in line. 
President Hoover today appeared 


with a baridaged right hand. 

Dr. Joel T. Boone, the White 
House physician, in a statement 
said Mr. Hoover’s palm is black 
and blue, but the injury while pain- 
ful was not serious.” The Presi- 
dent suffered small cuts on his 
palm and between his fingers. 

The physician also said: 

“The President is in his normal 
good condition today. He followed 
his ordinary routine, commencing 
with exercise early this morning, as 
has been his custom since his in- 
auguration. 

“He is in excellent health and 
today is egain in good condition 
and spirits.“ 

The chief executive declared a 
moratorium on further hand shak- 
ing during the day. 

Senator David A. Reed, one of 
the early morning visitors at the 
executive mansion, said Mr. Hoover 
had shown him a cut on the palm 
of his hand, received apparently 
from a ring. 

“The President said he was per- 
fectly willing to continue the re- 
ception last night,” Reed said, “but 
found that he was getting blood 
on the white gloves of some of the 
women guests.”

I take it the ‘emphatic decla- 
ration’ you ask is one in favor of 
Mr. Hoover’s candidacy. 

“I have publicly expressed my 
views upon national policies and 
concerning the present administra- 
tion upon the floor of the Senate 
and otherwise. I had assumed these 
were known, particularly to Cali- 
fornians, 
necessity again to express them in 
this campaign. 

Hoover Ultra-Conservative. 

“For many years in the politics 
of this nation, two distinct politi- 
cal philosophies have constantly 
clashed, and in the present eco- 
nomic csisis these two conflicting 
philosophies stand out the one 
against the other in bold relief. On 
the one hand is the progressive, on 
the other, the ultra-conservative. 

“I anf a progressive Republican: 
Mr. Hoover is not. He has justly 
earned the title of ultra-conserva- 
tive. The difference between the 
two may be described in a general- 
ization, and could be particular- 
ized in a hundred acts of the exist- 
ing national administration. 

“The progressive believes this 
Government. belongs to all its peo. 
ple, not to a favored or privileged 
few, and that it should be admin- 
istered equally and impartially for 
all, high and low, rich and poor 
alike. The standpatter, paying lip- 
service to common humanity. 
makes a mock of his words by his 
court of special classes, and his 
subserviency to special interests, 
and his indifference, as in the in- 
stances of the Power Trust and the 
sale of foreign securities to trust- 
ing American investors by interna- 
tional bankers, to the ruthless ex- 
ploitation of our people. 

Regularity or Loyalty. 

“The progressive thinks in terms 
of human beings; the standpatter 
has little thought or concern for 
them. When Mr. Hoover became 
President, his philosophy of gov- 
ernment became apparent. Before 
that we knew little or nothing of 
his policies or politics. My views 
are those of a long lifetime. His 
have been acquired in the very 
brief period he has resided among 
us. 

“In your telegram, apparently, 
you stress party regularity. In this 
crisis, I stress loyalty to the Amer- 
ican people. You say you are the 
representative of 70 Southern Cali- 
fornia newspapers. If you were 
the representatives of 7000 news- 
papers, or just one ordinary Amer- 
ican citizen, my answer would be 
the same. 

J was elected by men and wom- 
en of all shades of political opin- 
ion, Democrats, progressive and 
conservative Republicans—by the 
people of the State of California. 
My first allegiance is to all the 
people of this State. I would not 
taint my record nor stultify myself 
now by Abandoning the principles 
for which I have battled unceas- 
ingly during my career—the prin- 
ciples for which the sovereign peo- 
ple of California elected me in 
1928.. 

“Party Not at Stake.” 

“The Republican party is not at 
stake in this campaign. It is only 
the ambition of one man who but 
a little more than a decade ago did 
not know which was his party, and 
who before that had no American 
party at all. 

“In the present cataclysm with 
117000, 000 unemployed, and suffer- 
ing and want on every hand, the 
man who puts his party fealty and 
his hope of political preferment 
above the welfare of our people

ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 14.—The 
Greek Government for the first 
time today officially announced its 
position with regard to Samuel In- 
sull, former Chicago utilities mag- 
nate. A spokesman for the For- 
eign Office outlined ite position as 
follows: 

First, Insull is a free Man as 
long as he remains in Greece. Sec- 
ond, the Greek Government has no 
intention of déporting him. Third, 
no extradition treaty is officially 
in existence between the United 
States and Greece. Fourth; the ar- 
rival in Athens of an American 
warrant for Insull’s arrest will not 
change the situation. 

Insull wrote a letter to the Amer- 
ican Consul today explaining his 
reasons for refusing to surrender 
his passport and thus to facilitate 
extradition proceedings. 

“Sir,” he wrote, “I was very much 
surprised at your letter of yester- 
day informing me that the State 
Department had instructed you to 
take up my passport. 

„It seems that they don’t know 
in Washington that my passport is 
valid until February, 1934, and that 
by its authority I can stay out of 
America in any country I choose.

“Because a genuine citizen is 
transformed by his own country 
against every sense of its obliga- 
tion into a scamp who can neither 
stay anywhere nor go anywhere, 
withdrawal of a passport is equiva+ 
lent to withdrawal of citizenship. 
Therefore, it is unnecessary for me 
to add that I cannot recognize your 
right to cancel my citizenship by 
surrendering to you my passport 


before its expiration. 


“Further than that, I protest vig- 
orously because, contrary to the 
first duty to an American citizen 
who has lived honorably and whose 
life is a history of his own coun- 
try, you try to deprive him indi- 
rectly of his citizenship, since 
withdrawal of a passport without 
any right has no other significance. 

“I hope you will understand my 
grievance against proceedings 
which cannot be allowed by law, 
proceedings which have been re- 
peated several times during my trip 
with a view to taking away my lib- 
erty against any law. 

“I regret, while reserving all 
rights, not to be able to satisfy 
you.”

Two striking miners were shot by 
National Guardsmen this morning 
in a clash at the Peabody Coal Co, 
Mine No. 58, on the western edge 
of Taylorville. Andy Krechnyat of 
Starnton was struck in the right 
arm, and Frank Kmet of Nokomis 


in the hip. 

They were taken from the scene 
by fellow pickets and are under 
treatment of physicians at their 
homes. For the most part there 
were few gatherings of strikers 
this morning and there were no 
large concentrations of pickets. 

Late yesterday one of the strik- 
ing miners’ group, Andrew Ganis 
of Tovey, 12 miles west of here, 
was shot and fatally wounded by 
a National Guardsman who said 
Ganis resisted arrest; nine pickets 
were injured when a truck in 
which they were being trans- 
ported out of the county over- 
turned and burned, and a youthful 
mail truck driver was shot and 
wounded when he neglected to 
stop at the signal of a National 
Guard patrol. 

National Guard officers, despite 
the absence of pickets, kept heavy 
guards posted on all the streets 
leading to Peabody Mine No. 58 and 
on one road leading to Mine No. 9, 
at Langleyviile, three miles fur- 
ther west, which is the only other 
mine operating. Most of them said 
they regarded the withdrawal of 
the pickets as ominous,

They were told that this year 
they should respond more liberally 
and relieve the little fellows’ who 
are hard up because of the munici- 
pay cut. 

Word also has been passed 
among the senior officials on the 
city payroll that larger contribu- 
tions are expected from them. Some 
of these men received the impres- 
sion that either 5 or 10 per cent 
of a year’s salary was the amount 
the committee wanted. There are 
a number of higher officials paid 
$8000 a year ordinarily—$7200 un- 
der the current reduction—and a 
19 per cent contribution would 
mean $720. They have been dis- 
cussing the situation privately and 
indications are that they will not 
respond so liberally but may aver- 
age $100 apiece. 

The committee is hoping to raise 
at least $18,000 by the voluntary“ 
contributions of those on the city 
payroll. 

Charles R. Gillespie, treasurer 
of the committee, said that many 
of the junior executives and tech- 
rical men had been donating only 
530 to $50 to campaign funds. He 
asserted that definite figures as to 
proper gifts had not been suggest- 
The higher ranks of appointive 
officials, who do not have to make 
campaigns to obtain office, are 
paid $8000 a year, the same as 
Circuit Judges, who have expensive 
elechuu campaigns, Gillespie point- 
ed out. Judicial candidates who 
received city-wide support from 
committee members in the primary 
were charged $670 for this, at the 
rate of $1 a precinct, the treasurer 
Said. Republican .nominees for 
major local offices are being as- 
sessed $1000 each now, he said.

Highteen needy families living at 
the Ramona Kennel Club, on Car- 
son road in St. Louis County, are 
preparing to spend the winter at 
the former dog track, 

Permission to occupy the build- 
ings at the track was given by Tony 
Foley, St. Louis County gambler, 


one of the owners, who pays for 
the water, and supplies food as 
needed. Fourteen of the families 
live.in cottages, which were built 
as temporary homes for dog train- 
ers when the track was in opera- 
tion., Twelve of the cottages have 
been painted inside and out, and in 
general are comfortably furnished, 
although space is limited. The oth- 
er members of the community live 
in rooms formerly used as offices 
by track officials, and in the pad- 
dock building, where greyhounds 
were exhibited in advance of the 
races. Several families have radios 
and automobiles. 

Each dwelling place has a stove 
and electric lights. The light bill 
is pro-rated, amounting to about 
50 cents a month for each family. 
At present those men not occupied 
with odd jobs in the neighborhood 
are busy preparing fire wood from 
trees they fell on the grounds. 

Henry Dossett, an unemployed 
landscape gardener, and his wife, 
are the oldest residents, having 
lived in one of the cottages two 
ycars. Dossett, called The Mayor“ 
by the other members of the com- 
munity, is overseer and unofficial 
watchman. Also, he has the only 
garden, having raised crops of 
corn, beans and tomatoes in the 
track enclosure for two summers.

Assets in Excess of Lia- 
bilities. 


After 80 years in business. 
Henze’s Old Rock Bakery at 417 
Lucas avenue, a St. Louis land- 
mark, has fallen victim to modern 
methods and the city’s westward 
trend in commerce and has filed a 
voluntary bankruptcy petition 
through its president, George 
Gaertner. 


The petition, filed in Federal 
Court yesterday, states that the di- 
rectors decided on bankruptcy 
after a stockholders’ meeting last 
month at which Gaertner reported 
that the business had made no 


profit for several years and that 
its financial affairs were in such 
shape as to make an end advisable. 
The stockholders’ meeting was 
attended by Gaertner and Edward 
Meyersieck, according to the peti- 
tion, and the decision approving 
the suggestion to close was “unan- 
imous.” The consensus was that 
the president was advancing too 
much money to the business. 


Schedules list assets at $18,616 
and liabilities at $15,587. The as- 
sets include real estate valued at 
$15,000, merchandise of $200, ma- 
chinery and equipment of $3154 
and cash of $28.50. The liabilities 
include $14,521 in unsecured debts 
and $1242 in accommodation pa- 
per. 

Bakery a Residence in 1846. 

The original stone structure was 
built in 1846 as a residence in what 
was then a fashionable part of St. 
Louis. Eight years later Kendall 
& Holmes converted the residence 
into a bakery, which soon became 
known throughout the city as the 
“Rock Bakery,” and later became 
a household phrase as the “Old 
Rock Bakery.” 

Business boomed with the out- 
break of the Civil War in 1861 and 
the consequent demand for crack- 
ers and hardtack for the army, so 
that a cracker factory was built 
across the street. The business 
passed through various hands and 
in 1868 F. W. Henze, German 
baker and uncle of Gaertner, be- 
came a partner. Three years later 
he became sole owner and the 
business has since remained in his 
family. 

Henze, who had brought with 
him from Germany the baking 
methods of the old country, insti- 
tuted the innovation of “coffee 
and,” serving two rolls or dough- 
nuts or five slices of hot buttered

bread for & cents. He prospered 
on the “coffee and” idea, after the 
business stagnation following the 
Civil War. 

When he took over the bakery 
deliveries were made by a hand- 
cart pushed by a Negro, but Henze 
soon acquired a “handsome wagon” 
drawn by a double team of horses 
and moved the ovens from a shed 
in the rear of the bakery. A lunch 
room was added in 1887 and its al- 
most instant popularity led to the 
establishment of a separate lunch 
room for women. | 

Here at the turn of the’ century 
gathered. the fashionable women 
who had been at a matinee at the 
Olympic Theater or shopping in the 
cluster of nearby department 
stores. 

The hum of trade in tne depart- 
ment store area caused a further 
enlargement of the bakery early 
in this century and its products 
were delivered to such hotels as 
the Lindell, Southern, and Plant- 
ers Hotel and to Tony Faust's, 
Caesar’s and other restaurants. 
Its “pure German rye” bread and 
German pastries became celebrated 
and even in recent times were ship- 
ped to distant parts of the coun- 
try. 

In earlier days, Henze’s business 
methods were copied by other bak- 
ers, quick to observe his success, 
particularly by two paper carriers, 
Adolph and Richard Horn, who 
were early morning customers in 
his place. They established a cof- 
fee house nearby on Franklin ave- 
nue and later expanded with other 
bakeries. 

As business ebbed from the river 
section, however, trade departed 
gradually and of late virtually the 
only customers have been old-tim- 
ers, sipping memories with their 
coffee and rolls. 

Suit for a State receiver for the 
bakery company, incorporated 41 
years ago, was filed Sept. 8 by Miss 
Lora Ann Smith, a _ stockholder. 
She complained that the bakery 
was operated by old-fashioned 
methods and did not have even a

HATFIELD URGES 50 PCT. RISE 
IN TARIFF ON RUBBER ITEMS 


By the Associated Press. 
HUNTINGTON, W. va. Oct. 14. 


|—Declaring that 26,000 persons 
employed by the rubber industry in 
fhe United States are threatened 
with unemployment because of low- 
priced imports from Japan, United 
States Senator Henry D. Hatfield 
telegraphed an appeal for aid last 
night to the Tariff Commission in 
Washington. Hatfield said he 
joined Senators Smoot (Rep.) of 
Utah and Walsh and Coolidge, both 
Democrats, of Massachusetts, in the 
appeal. 

In his telegram he said, “I am 
informed, owing to depreciated 
currency, Japanese manufacturers 
are now offering canvas-topped 
rubber-soled shoes in our markets 
at approximately 17 cents a pair. 
I am informed it costs American 
manufacturers more than double 
that amount to make the same 
shoes. 

“I therefore hope the Tariff 
Commission can find legal author- 
ity to take into account the depre- 
ciated currency. Meanwhile, I 
trust the commission will immedi- 
ately extend the rubber industry 
a full 50 per cent additional tariff 
protection allowed by the flexibil- 
ity clause.” 

In a statement Hatfield said that 
because of depreciated currency 
Japanese workers in rubber fac- 
tories received the equivalent of 
4% cents a day, while workmen in 


the United States averaged 66 cents 4966 Lee 


a day.

Blount was called to the witness 
chair: He told of his curiosity to 
see a man who had died in a sweat- 
box and said he went over to the 
camp the night Maillefert was 
laid out in the mess hall in bor- 
rowed clothes. 

“Did you telk to Courson?” he 
was asked. 

J told him I heard a man had 
committed suicide and Courson 
said: “Well, I guess he was weak. 
He hadn't had anything to eat in 
two or three days.“ 

Closing arguments were begun 
this afternoon, and the Assistant 
State’s Attorney, Samuel B. Wil- 
son, said: “I do not feel that it is 
these defendants alone who are on 


trial but also the hellish convict | 


system of Florida is on trial.” 

“It is the most ridiculous thing 
I ever hea drin my life that this 
defense has come in here to try to 
prove that his (Maillefert) death 
was suicide,“ said Wilson. “The 
very fact that he tried to escape 
that hell hole was proof of his de- 
sire to live.” 

Wilson demanded a verdict of 
guilty of first degree murder with- 
out a mercy recommendation. 

Courson and Higginbotham testi- 
fied, as the defense rested its case 
yesterday, that Maillefert brought 
his troubles on himself in the face 
of counsel and that the only hard- 
ships he underwent were normal 
punishments for misbehavior. 

Courson, acting captain at the 
Sunbeam prison camp wher Maille- 
fert, a New Jersey youth, was 
found dead in a sweatbox with his 
feet in stocks and a chain about 
his neck, testified Maillefert was 
unruly, pretended sickness to es- 
cape prison routine, disregarded 
kindly admonitions and light pun- 
ishment, refused to work and urged 
the officer to kill him. 

Once or twice during his testi- 
mony, the guard wiped tears from 
his eyes. Once, he said, Maillefert 
told him he was “going home.” 
Courson disagreed and Maillefert 
replied, well, Tm going to hell 
then.” The defense contends the 
prisoner deliberately hanged him- 
self by the chain rather than serve 
his nine-year sentence for robbery. 

Higginbotham testified he had 
told Maillefert he would intercede 
for him if he would promise to go 
to work, but the prisoner refused. 
“I didn’t do anything to him I 


wouldn't have anyone dc to me,“ 


Higginbotham said. He testified he 
provided a shirt and tie of his own 
to clothe the prisoner after his 
death. He emphatically denied 
mistreating Mailiefert or ever 
threatening to kill him.

SHARTEL BLOCKS, MOVE TO HIRE 
COUNSEL IN RAIL TAX SUIT 


Four Equalization Board Members 
Abandon Proposal After Opposi- 
tion by Attorney-General. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 14.—A 
majority of the State Board of 
Equalization has been blocked by 
Attorney-General Stratton Shartel 
in its effort to employ counsel oth- 
er than the Attorney-General’s 
staff, to represent the board in re- 
sisting a suit by the steam rail- 
roads of Missouri, which is designed 
to prevent an increase recently or- 
dered by the board in the railroad 
tax assessments of 1932. 

Shartel, a member of the board, 
who opposed the increase and 
urged a reduction in the railroad 
assessments, insisted that, under 
the law, his department should rep- 
resent the board in fighting the 
suit. His contention prevailed in 
a somewhat stormy session of the 
board late yesterday. The suit is 
pending in the Federal District 
Court for the Western District of 
Missouri. 

uggestions that Shartel with- 
draw from the case, because of his 
previous advocacy of the claims 
of the railroads for a reduction in 
tax assessments, have failed, it was 
learned, and Shartel has designat- 
ed two attorneys, Sid Roach and 
Lientellus Cunningham, to handle 
the case for the State. 

The Attorney-General informed 
the board, it was learned, that the 
board had no legal authority to 
employ special counsel. Four 
members of the board—Gov. Caul- 
field, Secretary of State Becker, 
Auditor Thompson and Treasurer 
Brunk — had favored employ- 
ment of special counsel. Shartel 
is the fifth member. 

The majority today abandoned 
the proposal to employ special 
counsel after examination of the 
appropriation laws indicated the 
board had no funds which might be 
used to hire special counsel. The 
board previously had consulted 
Patrick Cullen and Charles J. Do- 
lan, both of St. Louis. 


ATTEMPT TO OUST CERMAK 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14. — State's 
Attorney John A. Swanson was re- 
quested today to institute quo war- 
ranto proceedings to remove Mayor 
A. J. Cermak from office by At- 
torney W. W. O’Brien, an inde- 
pendent candidate for Governor, on 
the ground that the Mayor owned 
public utility stocks. 

In answer to Swanson’s instruc- 
tions that he file a petition in 
proper legal form, O’Brien said 
his petition was already in the 
mail. He said he would institute 
mandamus proceedings in the Su- 
preme Court if Swanson did not 
act. O’Brien said that an [Illinois 
Commerce Commissioner's office 
became vacant if it were , shown 
that the holder owned public util- 
ity stock.

“I have said that we are near 
the end of an epoch.

The 
tragedy of our times is that na- 
tionalism has been so intensified 
just at the moment when it is the 
most obviously inadequate to solve 
the problems of an interdependent 
world. Capitalism has gone nation- 
alist more intensely than ever be- 
fore—partly because it needs na- 
tionalism to drug the workers. We 
drift to catastrophe or to a Fascism 
which can only postnone or inten- 
sify catastrophe. Only a construc- 
tive revolution in ideals and in so- 
cial and economic mechanism -can 
save us. Can that revolution 

peaceful? There are reasons eau 
tical and psychological for arguing 
that it cannot be. Can that revo- 
lution be successful by violence? 
Large scale violence is all too like- 
ly, but there are very good reasons 
for doubting the sure success of 
any worthwhile revolution by vio- 
lence.

The first ques- 
tion was as to the duty of the Fed. 
eral, State and local Governmen‘s 
to provide funds for relief of the 
unemployed. He answered this by 
saying: 

“In the first place, even in an 
ideal community where no one ig 
out of work, there would always be 
the need of welfare work conduct- 
ed ‘through the churches, through 
private charity and by local gov- 
ernment—te need for clinics and 
hospitals and vocational training; 
the need for the care of the aged, 
for care ef mental cases and for 
care of the crippled.

A little more than two years ister, or in January, 
1931, Mr. Coolidge said: “The country is not in a good 
condition.” If that were true, then it was a mistake 
for the country to anticipate the future with op 
timism upon the prior occasion. The truth is that 
Mr. Coolidge, like a good many others who have pon- 
tificated upon this subject, is utterly discredited in 
the field of political economy. He might, by heeding 
the warnings of such men as John Maynard Keynes 
and Dean Inge, have saved himself from the hollow 
sentiment uttered in his message to Congress in De- 
cember, 1928. The forces which have brought the 
world to the verge of collapse were operating then, 
and if Mr. Coolidge had knows anything about the 
subject he would have realized it. 

By presperity We assume Mr. Coolidge means pos- 
session of the necessities and comforts of life. How 
does he know that no government has ever been 
Gevised that could give the people these all the 
time? Does any historian say so? Have not gov- 
ernments made the people prosperous over long peri- 
ods of time? Is there any reason to suppose that 
any government wholly devoted to the welfare of the 
People could not make them continuously prosperous 
by that definition? 

There is not, of course. It is the kind of government 
in which Mr. Coolidge believes, and in which he has 
been one of the foremost practitioners, that cannot 
make people prosperous all the time. We were pros 
perous during the period Mr. Coolidge was in the 
White House because of the enormous wealth heaped 
upon us by the warring nations of Europe. We had 
the same experience in the period during and just 
after the war that the people of Spain had when 
Spain was deluged with the gold of Mexico and Peru. 
Had Mr. Coolidge been qualified to discuss this 
question, he would have foreseen then that the enor- 
mous expansion and over-capitalization of industry, 
the abandonment of the anti-trust laws, and setting 
up innumerable traps for the savings of the people 
in the manner of Insull and the rest, would result 
in collapse. He did mot foresee the consequences of 
the replacement of human labor everywhere by me- 
chanical inventions. He did not foresee the conse- 
quences of dividing the fabulous earnings of industry 
in bonuses such as those given by the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., or in dividends such as those of the Steel 
Corporation, as if any such fools’ paradise could last. 
He did not foresee that an immensely swollen credit 
system, abetted everywhere by the banks, whooped 
ap by speculation and rejoiced in by politicians, 
would inevitably burst. 

Looking out upon one of the worst storm clouds in 
history from the coign of his own political myth, Mr. 
Coolidge saw only a pleasing prospect upon every 
hand, luxury replacing necessity, and confidence in 
the future. We suggest that since he was wrong and 
they were right, he let Mr. Keynes and the Gloomy 
Dean tell us about this sort of thing.

set up to supervise this activity. Of course, such a 
burean costs a considerable sum of money, and in 
order to quiet any taxpayers’ complaints on that 
score, the bureau's statisticians have compiled im- 
posing figures to show that farmers save in live- 
stock many times the amount. 

In the division in which Missouri is located, 2300 
wolves, 1000 bobcats and 300 coyotes have been killed 
since January, 1928, and the bureaucrats tell us that 
that many predatory animals would destroy $1,070,100 
worth of livestock in a year. We marvel at such

huowledge these statisticians seem to have as to the 

practice of predatory atimals. In reaching that com- 

figure of $1,070,100, it would be interesting to 

whether or not they valued livestock at present- 

day prices. At present market prices, thos. predatory 

animals would have to do an awful lot of killing to 
fill their quotas. 

In the old days, when there were 10 times as many 
predatory animals as we have now, the farmers did 
their own hunting, and succeeded pretty well in pro- 
tecting their cattle, hogs and chickens. But one 
could get the impression from the bureaucrats that 
every farm in 1932 is jeopardized by the presence of

HEN he talks about the Hawlev-Smoot 

tariff—and particularly when he talks 
about it to farmers—Gov. Roosevelt is 
striking at the biggest chink in Republican 
armor. 

Revision of the tariff was proposed as a 
measure of farm reliéf in the Campaign of 
1928. It was never an entirely frank or 
very practicable project. The only revisio 
which would have helped 
farmer was an increase of duties on farm 
products that would have permitted an in- 
crease in their price. 

Moreover, the only products which could 
be thus protected were those which are 
absorbed by the home market. Ordinarily, 
crops like cotton and wheat cannot be pro- 
tected. Their price is roughly fixed by 
what the surplus which must be exported 
will bring in foreign markets. 

Thus the plan to use the tariff to help 
the farmer was handicapped to start with 
However, a gp@cial session of Congress was 
called and higher duties were placed on 
many farm products. Some were effective. 
But at the same time, the entire roster of 
tariffs on manufactured goods was opened 
up and in the end the great majority of 
increases were upon goods which the farmer 
must buy.

The Rev. lvan Lee Holt and 
Other Speakers Eulogize Late 
/ Temple Israel Leader. 


The Temple Israel House audi- 
torilum was dedicated last night ta 
the memory of Rabbi Leon Har- 
rison, whose eloquent, urbane, 
carefully reasoned Sunday morn- 
ing sermons attracted Gentile as 
well as Jew to Temple Israel every 
week for 37 years. 

A plaque bearing the features of 
Rabbi Harrison, who died in 1928, 
was unveiled by Miss Join Wolfort; 
daughter of Jesse Wolfort, presi- 
dent of the congregation. Th 
plaque was the work of Robe 
Cronbach, a pupil of Rabbi Harri- 
aon. Wolfort, in formally accepting 
the plaque and the auditorium, 
pointed out that erection of Temple 
Israel House, adjoining the temple 
at Kingshighway and Washington 
boulevard, fulfilled a dream of 
Rabbi Harrison, whom he charac- 
terized as “a champion of human- 
ity, regardless of race, creed or 
color.” 

Fittingly, since Rabbi Harrison's 
leadership had not been confined 
to his own race alone, the Rev, 
wan Lee Holt of St. John's M. E. 
Church was among the speakers 
who eulogized him. Others includ- 
ed Julius Glaser, former president 
of the temple; Mrs. Charles Stix, 
whose father, Moses Fraley, was 
président when Rabbi Harrison 
was called to the temple: Karl 
Vetsburg. Rabbi Samuel Sale and 
Stanley Goldman. About 360 per- 
sons attended the dinner following 
the unveiling ceremony. 

“For years te come,” said the 
Rev. Dr. Holt, “whenever words 
are spoken in behalf of civic right-

“Unemployment insurance is a 
more complicated matter than old- 
age pensions,” Epstein said. “Be. 
cayse of the varying conditions in 
the states, it may be necessary for 
every state to have a commission 
study the subject. I do not 
expect to see the states do more, in 
the 1933 legislative sessions, than 
te create such commissions. What 


e must try to do is to get com- 


missions which Will study the ques- 
tion thoroughly and present it fair- 
ly to the people. 

“We are not likely to have un- 
employment insurance conducted 
directly by the Federal Govern- 
ment, but a system of Federal eid 
to the states in establishing such 
systems should be provided. This 
would induce the states to estab, 
lish such systems and would tend 
to standardize them.” 

Epstein spent the last summer 
in an inspection of the unemploy- 
ment insurance systems of Euro- 
pean countries. He considers the 
English plan the best in theory and 
practice. 

“The Englishman of today ac- 
cepts unemployment insurance as a 
necessity,” he said. “England 
would no more think of doing away 
with unemployment insurance than 
of abolishing its navy. With all 
the complaints about high taxes, 
the British realize that the worker 
must be protected, and they have 
developed an effective system. 

“Numerous business, men have 
returned to the United States from 
Europe in the last few years, an- 
nouncing that they have investi- 
gated unemployment insurance, and 
that it is the ruin of the nations 
which have adopted it. I made in- 
quiries ag to how many American 
business men had actually made an 
investigation, instead of accepting 
gossip and one-sided statements. 
Inquiring at the ministries where 
social insurance is handled, I was 
told in every case that no such in- 
quiry had been made by any Amer- 
ican individual or group, with the 
exception of the study made by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co.” 

Epstein looked into some of the 
stories told about England's “dole,” 
and satisfied himself that some 
were based on isolated cases and 
on former defects in the system 
which have been remedied, while 
some others never had a basis in 
fact. 

Finds Little Cheating. 

“I investigated the story that the 
dole kept n from seeking or ac- 
cepting jobs,” he said. “I found 
that the employment exchanges, 
conducted in connection with the 
insurance system, have to take 
precautions te keep others from 
snapping up the jobs which they 
have assigned to certain persons. 
They try te send the person best 
fitted for each vacancy, in order 
to encourage employers to call on 
them, but if news of a vacancy

States Pablic Works Theory. 

“The next question asks my at- 
titude toward appropriations for 
public works as an aid to unem-~ 
ployment. I am perfectly clear as 
to the principles involved in this 
case also. 

“From the long range point of 
view it would be advisable for 
governments of all kinds to set up 
in times of prosperity what might 
be called a nest egg to be used for 
public works in times of depres. 
sion. That is a policy which we 
should initiate when we get back 
to good times. 

»But there is the immediate pos- 
sibility of helping the emergency 
through appropriations for public 
works. One question, however, 
must be answered first. because of 
the simple fact that thees public 
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‘from 
the point of view of the ability of 
the Government Treasury to pay 
for them. 


“There are two ways of paying for 
public works. One is by the sale 
of bonds. In principle such bonds 
should be tesued only to pay for 
self-sustaining projects or for struc- 
tures which will without question 
have a useful life over a long pe- 
riod of years. The other method 
of payment is from current rev- 
enues, which in these days mean 
in most cases added taxes. And 
we all know that there is a very 
definite limit to the increase of 
taxes above the present level. 


Projects of Different Kinds, 


“From this point, therefore, I 
can go on and say that if funds 
can be properly provided dy the 
Federal Government for fncreased 
appropriations for public works, 
we must examine the character of 
these public works. I have al- 
ready spoken of that type which 
is self-sustaining. These should be 
greatly encouraged. 

“The other type is that of pub- 
Ne works which are honestly es- 
@ntial to the community. Tach 
case must rest on its own merits. 
It is impossible, for example, to say 
that all parks or all playgrounds 
are essential, One may bé ahd an- 
other may not be.

For Peacfeul Revolution. 


“Hence the desperate importance 
of relatively orderly and peaceful 
revolution. For this we should 
mobilize the forces of true religion. 
The times require struggle. They 
require an adaptation of the meth- 
ods of Gandhi to the western world. 
We shall not keep internationai 


peace without mobilizing labor and 


the consciences of young men to 
resist war. A merely sentimental 
pacifism will not win and does not 
deserve to win. 


“One means of effective struggie 
is the redemption of political action 
in America from the degradation 
into which it has fallen. We ought 
to learn by our own mistakes and 
the mistakes of our brethren in 
other lands.. The disappointing 
records of Socialist parties in Ger- 
many and Great Britain does not 
so much disprove the impossibility 
of Socialist . as contrasted with 
Communist tactics — Communisni 
has done nothing conspicuously 
successful in either of these coun- 
tries. It shows the necessity of 
sharpening the programs and in- 
creasing their resolution of Social- 
ist parties. So I come to you min- 
isters to ask these things: 

1. Observe the implications of 
your own ethics. Some passages 
of the Bible are more vehementiy 
opposed to the present order than 
almost any text that I can think of 
in Marx. 

What the Clergy Can Do. 

“2. Remember that you cannot 
stick to generalities—to be effective 
you must suggest applications 
There is where the rub will come. 
You do not have to draw up polit- 
ical programs, but your ethics will 
have to have applications. If you 
believe in liberty and truth you 
must stand for them in your com- 
munities and not a thousand miles 
away. That means fair play for 
Mooney and Billings. 

“3. You are citizens and as citi- 
zens have the right to be Socialists. 
Ti 2 logie of your ethics points our 
way. If you would make a union 
across denominational lines and 
agree that when one of your num- 
ber loses his job for speaking the 
truth as he sees it you would not 
all seek his place. you might be 
more nearly emancipated from the 
tyranny of fear. 

“It is not, however, to you as 
ministers but to you as citizens with

In the Menus for the Week pub- 
lished in this section today, baked 
ham is suggested for Sunday din- 
ner, and ham also appears on other 
menus. In last week's section we 
outlined possibilities of a whole 
ham in various recipes. 

Serve waffles with creamed 
chipped beef for Sunday breakfast, 
making the sauce for the meat 
of medium thickness. Season with

Gash of celery salt. Soak the 
chipped beef for two minutes in 


boiling water to remove some of 
the salt. 

Biscuits left.from Sunday night 
may be toasted for Monday break 
fast 


Most households could advan- 
tageously serve homemade vege- 
table soup once a week and have 
the flavor different almost every 
time. This week, for example, the 
knuckle bone of the ham might 
be used to flavor the stock. Broc- 
coli leaves and stems cooked on 
Monday, finely chopped and put 
aside until next day, are added, to- 
gether with onions, the tops and 
coarse stalks of Sunday night's cel- 
ery, the bit of corn left from the 
omelet served for lunch on Mon- 
day, perhaps a few lima beans 


two, a cup of canned tomatoes and 
a few tablespoons of rice or tapi- 
Da. Any combination of vegeta- 
Dles ts possible and there is usual- 
ly the bone from the Sunday roast 
for meat flavor. 
. Cutlets from the neck or shoul- 
der of lamb are a good cut for the 
lamb casserole served Tuesday. 
These cuts need long, slow cooking 
to make them tender and 80 are 
just the thing for casserole cook- 
ing. 
Cabbage and Frankfurters. 
Cut a medium sized, firm head 
of red cabbage in quarters, remove 
the core and chop or shred the 
cabbage. Put in a saucepan with 
boiling water to cover, add a large 
onion cut in slices, a tart apple 
cored and quartered, two table- 
spoons vinegar and one teaspoon 
salt. Cover and boil gently for 45 
minutes, or until the cabbage is 
tender, adding more water if nec- 
essary, but only to keep the cab- 
bage from burning. When the 
cabbage is tender, put frankfurt- 
ers on top of it, cover and cook 
slowly 10 minutes longer. Put the 
frankfurters on a hot platter, add 
two tablespoons butter to the cab- 
bage and heap in the center of the 
platter. 
Baked Honey Apples. 
Wash six large. firm, tart apples 
— Baldwins, Grimes Golden or 
Mackintosh are good varieties that 
are in market now—core them and 
cut a half-inch strip of peel from 
the stem end of each. Place in a 
baking dish and fill the core cavi- 
ties with chopped raisins mixed to 
a stiff paste with strained honey. 
It will take about one cup raisins 
and one-third cup honey for six 
apples. Pour just enough water in 
r 
in a moderate oven, 350 degrees, 
for 45 minutes, or until the apples 
are very tener. Baste twice dur- 
ing the baking with two table- 
spoons honey mixed with one table- 
spoon hot water. Serve warm or 
cold. 
Corn Omelet. 
Try a corn omelet with fried 
green tomatoes for luncheon. Cut 
the tomatoes in thick slices, dip in 
cornmeal seasoned with salt and 
pepper and fry quickly in hot bacon 
fat or any cooking fat desired. 
Make a regular omelet’ and add 
one-half cup corn, cooked and cut 
from the cob, or canned, to each 
six eggs. Serve the tomatoes 
around the omelet. 
Cranberry Muffins. 
Mix two cups flour with one ta- 
blespoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt and two and one-half teaspoons '| 
baking powder. Sift twice. Select 
firm red cranberries, wash one cup 
of them, drain thoroughly and chop 
coarsely or cut each berry in quar- 
ters with a knife Beat one egg, 
add one and one-fourth cups milk 
and stir into the flour. Mix and 
then add four tablespoons cooking 
oil or melted shortening. Add the 
cranberries last. Pour into 
greased muffin pans and bake in a 
hot oven—400 degrees—for 25 to 
30 minutes. Serve hot with honey 
and butter. Makes 12 to 15 muf- 
fins. 

Cranberry Juice Cocktail. 
Cook four cups cranberries and 
four cups water until all the skins 
pop open (about 5 minutes).

Con- 
tinue beating until stiff enough to 
spread on cake. Fold in chocolate.

LUNCHEON TOMATOES 


Wash tomatoes, remove stem 
ends, cut in half, put in a greased 
shallow baking dish, add salt, pep- 
per, and melted butter to season, 
and place under the flame of a 
broiling oven, far engugh from the 
heat to allow the tomatoes to cook 
before browning. Broil for 20 or 30 
minutes, or until tender and lightly 
browned. Serve hot, garnished 
with parsley on crisp buttered toast.

In the. East a clam roast is 
common and there's no reason why 
we can’t have one here. 

Good hard shell clams may be 
obtained at the best fish markets. 
and if you ask your dealer no 
doubt he will give you some of the 
seaweed in which they were pack- 
ed to use in the roasting process. 

Clams, Potatoes and Corn. 


The best combination is reast 


clams, corn and potatoes. Allow 
two small ears of corn per person, 
one or more medium sized potatoes 
and as many clams as you feel 
your guests will relish. Remove 
part of the husks of corn, turn 
back top and pull out all the silk 
you can. Break off tip of the cob 
and fold and twist husks tightly 
over the end. 

Put a thin layer of damp sea- 
weed over red-hot wood embers 
in a shallow trench. place the corn 
and potatoes on top of the seaweed, 
and cover with a second layer of 
seaweed thicker than the first. 
Let cook for 40 minutes. After 
10 minutes of cooking, put small 
hard shelled clams in the trench 
pushing them lightily down on the 
seaweed so they will cook. Let cook 
until the shells open. When the 
food is done, rake off the seaweed, 
pull out the clams, corn and pota- 
toes, and run thin sharp sticks 
through the potatoes to let out 
the steam. Serve plenty of butter 
and salt with the vegetables. 

Instead of putting the clams on 
the seaweed, you may dig a stal- 
low trench, burn sticks in it unt 
they are reduced to glowing embers 
rake them evenly and put the clams 
directiy on the thin bed of hot 
embers. Cook for about 10 minutes 
or until the shells open up. 


Blanching Vegetables. 

To blanche vegetables place in 
boiling water for a minute or two. 
Then put in cold water and strain 
off.

Dear Miss Robinson: 
1 wonder what you think of 
this working wife business. Of 
‘course, I know that many wives 
must work; that the family can't 
eat unless they do. But I am not 
thinking of such cases. I'm think- 
mg of young couples who could 
Manage on one. salary if they 
ished, and of the effect which 
e wife's pay envelope is having 

on “the young husband. 

To be frank, I have this situa- 
tion in my own family. with my 
son of 24 and my daughter of 22. 
They are both fine young people. 
The girl has worked for three 
years, the boy for five. Two years 
ago they both married at a double 
wedding. 

“They married young people as 
fine as themselves. My son’s bride 
was a young college girl who had 
‘made a position for herself in a 
bookshop. My daughter's husband 
was a young broker. My daughter 
had been private secretary to one 
of the head men in his firm. 

“When they first became en- 
gaged I naturally expected that the 
two young men would object to the 
idea of their brides working. To 
my surprise, nothing of the sort 
happened. In fact, they laughed at 
what they called my “old-fashioned 
ideas” on the subject. My daugh- 
ter said:

Painful Swallowing 


HE act of swallowing is See ian 
complicated. Many muscles 
and structures of the mouth and 


throat are involved and their nor- 
mal function requires a rhythmic 
sequence’ of movements. 


Ordinarily swallowing is accom- 


plished without any definite un- 
pleasant sensation. 
fore, a patient complains of a pain 
or difficulty in swallowing, the con- 
dition requires careful medical ex- 
amination.

Acute and chronic inflammatory 


processes in the mouth or throat 


may be responsible for pain in 


swallowing. 


Inflammation of the tonsils may 
be responsible for a temporary dif- 


ficulty in swallowing. 


Various forms of ulceration on 


the back of the tongue and in the 


region of the tonsils may also cause 
difficulty in swallowing. 

Vincent’s angina, an infectious 
condition affecting the soft tissues 


of the mouth and throat, must be 
mentioned as a common cause of 
difficulty and pain in swallowing. 


Two rather serious conditions 


that are at times responsible for 


difficulty in swallowing are can- 
cerous growths of the throat and 


syphilis. Tuberculosis of the throat 
may also cause difficulty both in 
speech and in swallowing. 


The common catarrhal inflamma- 


tory processes which are frequent- 
ly seen in children whose noses 
constantly run“ may cause thick- 
ening in certain 

throat which iaterfere with the act 
of swallowing. Abseess formations 
are also a common cause.

lowing. Occasionally dysphagia, as 


this. condition is termed, may be 


the result of hysteria.

There are three good reasons for 
a different pdélicy in this position, 
which are as follows: 

1. Your partner may have 
made a “maximum pass.” 


2. There is little chance in your 


partner jumping you to an un- 
makable contract through giving 
you credit for excess values.

3. You are assured of a favor- 
able opening lead if your opponents 
play the hand. 

With the defensive type of hand, 


the three primary tricks are stin 
needed, but no secondary values 


are necessary. 
With the border-line hand two 


and a half primary tricks are need- 
ed 


With the aggressive hand, two 
tricks are all that are necessary. 

The fact that one opponent has 
already passed reduces the fear of 
a big hand being on your right. 

It is, therefore, necessary to de- 
duce from your own holdings the 
likelihood of fourth hand having 
the preponderance of outstanding 
primary tricks. 

TRY TO LOOK AHEAD. 

Two main results may develop if 
you bid. Consider their probabili- 
ties: 

1.- Will the opening of a weak 
hand locate your high cards so that 
the opponents will bid a game that 
they would not bid otherwise? 

2. Will the opponents place high 
cards in your hand, which are ac- 
tually held by your partner, if they 
play the hand? 

There are two very necessary 
considerations. In further explana- 
tion. 

1. Many contracts are made 
through the“ knowledge that to 
have made a bid the hand must 
contain certain cards, as the follow- 
ing example: 

@Kxx @Axxx 
da S ANXx 

Here is a hand that contains 
three primary tricks and should be 
bid one No Trump. With any one 
high card removed from this hand, 
nothing can be considered but to 
pass. There is plenty of defense 
against an adverse bid, but by my 
bid the opponents could place 
every honor that I hold. 

2. On the other hand should I 
hold as follows: 

@AQIX oxx 
9KQ10xX xxx 

I would bid one Spade. Any 
missing honors in Diamonds or 
Clubs would be placed in my hand 
and the finesse against these, hon- 
ors would therefore, be taken the 
wrong way.
